THE  COIN  CLUB  CONNECTION 


PENINSULA,  coir:  CLUB 


The  Peninsula  Coin  Club  was  founded  in  195i  and  commemorated  its 
30th  anniversary  by  issuing  its  first  club  medal  in  198I1. 

Previously,  in  IV 80  and  1981  the  club  had  issued  1,000  wooden 
nickels. 

The  club's  obverse  on  the  198b  through  1988  medals  states,  "Over 
30  years  on  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula",  etc.  On  the  198U  medal  it 
shows  an  aerial  view  of  the  Stanford  University  stadiur.  and  198L-1985. 
100  l-oz.  silvers,  8l6  regular  bronzes  and  67  reeded-edge  bronzes  were 
struck.  In  1985,  the  P.C.C.  commemorated  the  50th  year  of  the  crash 
of  the  dirigible,  U.S.S.  Kacon.  100  1-oz.  silvers  and  1200  bronzes 
were  struck. 

Theme  of  the  1986  club  medal  issue  was  "Gateways  to  Freedom"  and 
again,  100  silvers  were  made.  1,000  bronzes  were  also  struck. 

In  1987,  the  medal  depicted  the  main  street  of  Palo  Alto,  It 
showed  a  street  scene  of  a  street  car  ard  the  Varsity  Theater  in  the 
foreground.  On  this  reverse  were  the  words,  "Annual  Show  1987"  and 
"Early  Palo  Alto".  The  numbers  struck  were  100  silvers  and  850  bronzes. 

The  1988  P,C,C,  medals  featured  a  U-L-Ci  steam  locomotive  like  that 
at  Promontory,  Utah,  where  the  first  transcontinental  railroad  was 
completed  in  1869.  100  1-oz.  silvers  and  800  bronzes  were  made. 

The  1989  club  medal  honored  200  years  of  the  U.S.  presidency  and 
showed  a  portrait  of  George  Washington.  A  change  in  the  club's  logo 
was  made  to  read,  "Over  35  years  on  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula", etc. 

The  theme  of  the  1990  medal  was  the  1990  coin  show  and  3ueh  was 
stated  on  the  medal,  "EL  Palo  Alto-1990  Coin  Show".  A  tall  tree  is 
also  shown  running  from  bottom  to  top  on  this  reverse.  This  time, 
only  55  silvers  and  500  bronzes  were  made.  As  usual,  only  members  of 
the  club  were  allowed  to  purchase  the  silvers. 

The  reverse  of  the  1991  club  medals  showed  an  outline  of  the 
San  Francisco  bay  before  and  after  it  was  filled  and  diked  by  man. 

Again,  the  medals  were  sold  only  to  members  on  a  pre-ordered  basis. 

Only  66  silvers  were  ordered  and  sold.  U50  bronzes  and  US  antique 
coppers  were  made  for  sale. 

The  subject  of  the  1992  club  medals  was  that  of  the "Orion" , an  air¬ 
plane  which  hunted  enemy  submarines  in  the  Pacific.  On  the  medal  there 
is  depicted  the  "Orion"  airplane,  a  submarine  and  the  words,  "Patroling 
The  Pacifio-p-3  OHION  1992".  65  silvers  and  700  bronzes  were  made  and 

again  were  sold  on  a  pre-sub3cribed  basis  to  members  only. 

The  1993  medal  had  as  its  theme  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Palo 
Alto  Times.  The  complete  inscription  on  the  medal's  reverse  is  as 
follows:  "Palo  Alto  Tiroes/100  year  Anrdversary/l893  1993''  It  shows  also 
a  tall  tree  in  the  center.  5l  1-Oz.  silvers,  550  bronzes  were  minted. 

It  may  bo  worth  mentioning  here  that  the  club  also  had  struck 
in  other  off -metals  a  very  few  pieces  and  they  were  used  for  club 
purposes  only.
